ROSCOE CONKLING’S AMBITION. 

There is no doubt he would like to be the Re- 
publican nominee himself; but, as this is practi- 
cably impossible, Mr. Conkling will be content 
with a prominent Cabinet position, and the con- 
trol of the patronage of the State of New York. 
His friends are now in office very generally. and 
among them are some very shrewd politicians, not- 
ably Chester Arthur, Collectorof the Port of New 
York. These appointees are well aware that, if 
any other influence is on top at Washington be- 
side the present Senate, their heads are not 
worth a red cent—offthey go. Cunsequently 
the whole object of keeping Conkling in the 
field, and giving him s handsome complimentary 
vote on the first ballot at Cincinnati, is to leave 
him in a position to dictate terms to the success- 
ful man. This object is not to be achieved, 
however, without considerable wire-puliing, 
and the first obstacle is the bos- 
tility to Conkling in New York. 
which will not be easily overcome. It proceeds 
from two causes: (1) The old Greeley-Fenton 
Republicans, who were always opposed to Conk- 
ling, but staid in the party, in spite of the 
Greeley-Fenton defection. (2) The opponents 
of the office-bolders, including the Union League 
in this city, and friends of the other Presidential 
candidates. These two elements of opposi:ion 
will make it very warm for Mr. Conkling at Cin- 
cinnati.

He succeeded in persuading 113 delegates to 
follow his lead,—mearly one-third of the Convention. 
Mr. Curtis is a delegate to Cincinnati. He is recorded 
in the extract quoted as in favor of Blaine, This is 
not strictly correct. He may finally cast his vote for 
Blaine, but his personal preference is for Secretary 
Fish. lle believes that no man can be elect- 
ed who cannot carry this State, and he feels 
that with Hamilton Fish as «a candidate the

STEWART L. WOODFORD FOR VICE-PRESIDENT.

THE GOVERNORSHIP QUESTION. _~- 

che probability of carrying the State ticket in New 
York this year makes the nomination for Governo an 
important factor in the Presidential problem. It is in 
fact related to the struggle at Cincinnati quite inti- 
mately. Tbe Conkling candidate is A. B. Cornell, 
Cuairman of the Republican State Central Committee. 
He did a foolish thing in telegraphing the result of the 
ward meetings, manipulated by Custom-House men, 
and adding a rebuke to the Union League Club for their 
ultimatum a few days before. The anti-Conkiing can- 
didate for Governor is Judge William U. Ko 
of Westchester, a Republican 60 popular that 
he regularly carries a strong Democratic Seriatorial 
District for himself by a large majority.

He has made himself obnoxious to the bone and sinew 
of the party, and by offending the Union Leagues has 
rendered himself a conspicuous target for opposition. 
Nevertheless, Cornell] is an indefatigable wire-puller, 
an industrious politician, with all the office-holder 
machinery of the State at his command, aud may se- 
cure the nomination. This again is a purely personal 
quarrel, aud may jeopardize the success of the — 
cinnati ticket at the polls. 
CAN THE RE’UBLICANS CARRY THE STATE? 

This question depends for its answer upon the action 
of the Cincinnati Convention. If a popular cand- 
date, upon whom the party can heartily unite, is pre- 
seated, New York is sure to go Republican. The gains 
in the last State election were oniy premonitory symp- 
toms. The gains in the town and Supervisor elections 
this winter and spring tell the story. Upwards of 150 
towns which last year went Democratic have this year 
gone Republican. A large majority of the Boards of 
Supervisors, which were Democratic one year ago, are 
now Republican in spite of the prodigious eflorts of 
the Democrats to retain them. The delegates at 
Syracuse were in a high state of entuusiasm 
concerning the indications of individual changes 
among their acquaintances,—that is, of men who are 
now Republicans who wandered away from the fold in 
1874 and 1875. The town elections prove this, and, if 
the election of President depends upon the vote of 
New York, it behooves the Cincinnati Convention to 
act wisely before selecting a candidate who will have 
personal bitterness to overcome in this State.

Int CLOSING ARGUMENT. 

THE SAME EAGER, EXPECTANT CROWD 
presented itself at the United States District 
Céurt-room yesterday morniog. It was to be 
tlie last great day of the present trial, and all 
the associations carried with that idea, the clos- 
jng speech on the part of the Government, the 
solemnly-judicial tone of the Court's charge, the 
surrendering of the case to the jury, and the 
proverbial dreary waiting for the verdict, filled 
the minds of the idle, listless, bu’ in:ensely-in- 
terested crowd. 

Judge Blodgett entered very promptly, and the 
buzziu the court-Toom ceased as he mounted the 
bench. The Government counsel were on hand, 
but Mr. Storrs, unavoidably detained outside on 
business, had sent word that his absence need 
cause no delay in the proceediner. Mr. Storrs 
came in shortly after Judge Bangs had com- 
menced his address, and sat near Rush, at bis 
accustomed place, listening to what was said, 
and whispering to his client as he saw_a-point in 


-the address which he considered conld be 


probed and ruthlessly exploded—if he only 
had another chance to talk to 
the jury. But the chance was not 
to come, and he had to content himself with an 
audience tit, though few, and consisting of Rush, 
a few attorneys sitting near him, and the re- 
porters. Pahlman sat at the other table, in 

proximity to Jadge Bangs, so close in fact 
hat there was great danger in more than one 
instance that the District Attorney's fist would

This was the first 
time Mr. Bangs has had much to say in the pros- 
ecution of the whisky cases, and the only arg u- 
ment he has mage since assuming the office of 
District Attorney, with the exception of the ad- 
dress he made in the Boyd counterfeiting case. 
Naturally some curiosity was felt to hear what 
might, be cailed bis maiden effort, and the ver- 
dict was that he bad made an exceedingly clear, 
careful, and just analysis of the case, and the 
mass of testimony adduced, and in a wav that 
proved quite interesting tothe large audience 
which thropged the District Court- room: 

Map it please the Court and gentlemen of 
the jury,” said Mr. Bangs, “ appreciating ful- 
ly your patience and your desire evidently from 
the conduct of this case thus far to serve in 
your capacity faithfully, cheerfully, and dili- 
gently, I approach the argument of this ques- 
tion in closing this case, believing that you have 
a desire not to be swayed by passion or pre) u- 
dice or personal interest, not to allow 
your attention to be diverted to side 
issues, not to waver in the discharge of your 
duties, but to keep your minds steadiiy and dili- 
gently to the one question which is brought be- 
fore yqu,—are these defendants guilty? It is 
not a question whether anybody else is guilty. 
It is not a question whether the Government 
has acted infamousiy, unfairly, or wisely. At is 
not a question as to the mere prowess of sttor- 
neys,—not that. It is nota question of pleas- 
antry, of “unusual remarks, of odd sayings, of 

ueer combinations of language,—not that. 
t is not a question as to whether the 
Secretary of the — is on the track of this 
man or that man. It is not a question of 
1,001 issues that have been raised here by the 
astuteness and care and preparation of the de- 
feneé—not that. Gentlemen, the one aud sole 
question which you are to try, regardless of all 
other issues, upon the testimony is simply, Are 
these defendanis guilty of the charge against 
them in this indictmént ? 

“I have listened, gentlemen, to this defense 
from its inception to its close with unmixed feel- 
ings of admiration and astonishment—adwira- 
tion for the ingenuity of counsel, admiration for 
tho audacity of counsel, astonishment for the 
infamy ef ite detail and its object, its inception, 
its continuance, and its completion. The entire 
argument, for it was all an argument,—thbat run- 
ung. rollicking, jovial style of questioning the 
jury from the etart, was the argument of the 
Case. 

THE KEYNOTE 

was sounded in the first question that was put 
to you, gentlemen, as to your qualifications as 
jurors. What wasit? An attack upon the Gov- 
ernment, an attack upon its policy, au attack 
upon its Administration. The whole argument, 
the whole defense, was an implied p.ea of guilty 
on the part of these gentlemen, and an auda- 
cious attempt on his part to create a justatica- 
tion in your minds, although guilty, by arraign- 
ig the Government. What were the questions 
that he put to you, gentlemen? How did he 
ask those questions? Why, he says, are 
not the distillera who steal the money 
about on a level with the Government who ex- 
acts it? Was not that question repeated with all 
the peculiar drollery ad force of which Mr. 
Storrs is the peculiar master? He started out 
at first and said: ‘What difference do we sce 
between the Government and these defendants ?” 
—an imphed admission of the guilt, a bold and 
audacious attempt to justify the guilt, of those 
arties, which he tacitly admitted by arraigning 
he Government. I say. geutlemen, the de- 
tense was conceived upon that idea, and 
from the commencement to the close 
was carried out upon that platform. 
What did he say? ‘The statute 
has inherent villainy in it. What statute? The 
statute providing for the internal revenue col- 
lection. The stock in trade of the Government 
in all these transactions is perjury.’ Didn't be 

say it? Let us see 

A FEW OF HIS CHOICE STATEMENTS 

in that regard. We will appeal to his own lan- 
age, ‘The leading commodity dealt. by the 
yoVeroment is perjury,’ taken from bis own 
lips. Tue action of the Government in seeking 
conviction by such witnesses is unepeakably in- 
famous —taken From his own lips. Out of 
40,000,000 of people you cannot find one right- 
minded man who would not cry shame 
at the conviction of these men by 
this kind of testimony. ‘The internal revenue 
system is a vicious system, belittling to all con- 
nected with it; the calliousness of moral sense 
and moral obliquity exhibited by Mr. Boutell in 
his opening is an evidence of it.’ ‘The Govern- 
ment needs the strong, healthy breezes from the 
hills to purify it. Inthe basenees of the Gov- 
ernment infamy these defendants, Pablman and 
Rush, drop out of sight in less than twelve hours. 
The witnesses are appo'nted by the Government.’ 
That is ‘the style of declamation of this astute 
counsel. He says: ‘Depravity has its tempo- 
rary modes—what is the mode of it?

Mr. Storrs and his assistants appear 
conf the paid attorneys of thieves and 
scoundrels. He sans because Mr. Boutell hae 
for ten years associated in thw belittling busi- 
ness, that he is engaged in a paltry pin-hook 
business. In Heaven's vame, if tor the last 
three or four months associating in this connec- 
tion for the purpose of bringing punishment to 
these criminais has so demoralized a mao 
like Mr. Boutell that his moral sense has 
become callous, aud all of his sense 
of justice has left him, what shall we say of 
men like Pahlman and Rush, who bave spent 
all their lives among the class that are called 
by my friend Storrs perjurera, and thieves, and 


e jueslers, —men for whom there is no forgive- 


pess either in this world or the world to come, 
—and vet he bas the audacity to turn with loy- 
ing tenderness to these men, Pahiman aud Rush. 
and tell them, plainly aad soberiy, My friend 
l ahiman, beaven that holds the cherubim, as lov- 
ingly embraces thee.’ Gentlemen, his argument 
is like the celebrated mstrument called the 
boomerang. Every denunciation that he has 
hurled with such effect againat these witnesses 
whom be calls squealers and perjurers, comes 
back with irresistible force upon the heads of 
bis clients, Pahiman and Rush. They have been 
for the last five, six, or seven years distillers, 
They have been running in thi. Ring. They 
have been convicted with these parties. They 
have associated cheek by jowl ou terms of the 
most familiar intimacy with these meu. and even 
down to this very trial, to the very hour now 
that you are sitting in this box. r. Rush site 
at the el bow of his attorney and insists by cross- 
examination, by way of refreshing the recollec- 
tion of Mr. Ford, that he was, and is, and is to 
be, his personal bosom friend.“ 

WHAT WAS THIS DREADFUL ENACTMENT— 
the Iuterual Revenue system? It was devised 
when the country was impoverished by war, and 
a tax was put on alcohol and whisky. Disguise 
it as people would, it could not be denied that 
there was a great deal of the doubiful character 
about the manufacture of alcohol. It had been 
put under ihe ban. aud the Government taxed it. 
No injustice was dove tothe distiller who solid 
at a figure bigh enough to cover the tax. There 
was no tofamy about it; it was a perfectly nat- 
ural, consistent thing. The defense of these 
men was a subtle, secret attempt to justify 
themselves, and to attack the Govern- 
ment. It was the pecuiiarity of tha 
whisky men to have their reputation all right, 
but they were not s0 particular as to their char- 
acters. They would stval and thus form charac- 
fer, but they guarded their reputation with a 
zealous eye. They observed, in short, the old 
Spartan maxim that it was not asin to steal, but 
a terrible offense to be caugbt at it. What had 
Storrs aud Stanford said but that it was impossi- 
ble for any distil'er not to cheat the Govern- 
ment? Didu't that include these defendants? 

Mr. Bangs then spoke of 

THE SEIZURES. 

Those in May had resulted in getting at the 
books of four houses, and the evidence of these 
four had been the means of securing October 
indictments and others following. Judge 
Bange had beard of stealing the livery of heaven 
to serve the devil in, but he thought this de- 
fense was the most notable example he had ever 
seen. They bad attacked the Government, they 
had defended the whisky-thieves, they had come 
in to boast of purity of character, and to defend 
stealing. The functions of Goverument would 
cease if the jury were to accept the construc- 
tion which Mr. Storrs placed on the importance 
of the case. Suppose Belknap should go 
back on bis confession, and say he 
was an innocent man, and Mr. Storrs should 
defend Belknap, and say the question was one 
of transcendent importance—the question of 
admitting the testimony of accomplices. He 
might adduce evideuce of fine reputation even 
from the best of men, even including Babcock. 
But the question was, Should be be convicted 
by the testimony of the craven, lily-livered 
Marsh? ‘The truth was, these thieves could 
never be caught and punished, except on such 
testimouy, aud Congress had ps a law pro- 
viding for it, with the F pny = that the evi- 
dence of wnformers should not be used against 
themselves. Why, according to Mr. Storrs, these 
defendants were under the same temptation as 
the other distillers; they were in the same 
condemnation. Yet, according to Mr. Storrs, 
they were justified on the ground of the ex- 
ceeding great temptation, and the Government 
was attacked for what was termed its infamoys 
proceedings. The old ways of slow, bones! 
gains had been deserted, aod short-cuts taken 
to wealth, and of all those who had pursued 
these short-cuts the whisky-thieves stood iu the 
van, They controlled politics, made and uumade 
Congressmen, Governors, and other officers, and 
now they were in such a deep straight that they 
were reduced to the necessity of using every 
questionable means to break down the mass of 
testimony against them. If tuey weut free un- 
der the verdict, the old-time tyranny of the 
Whisky Ring would have all its prisiine vigor in 
thirty days. 

Mr. Bangs denied that the public interest 
was because of the possibility that Rush 
and Pahlman would not receive justice. The 
public. were interested lest they should escape 
their justly-merited putiishment. He would not 
allow any one to doubt these defendants were 
guilty. Even Mr. Storrs himself had admitted the 
great corroboration of their guilt in saying they 
were exposed to distillers’ peculiar temptations, 
and that no man could be expected to with- 
stand them. Much had been said about the in- 
nocent being convicted on the 

TESTIMONY OF INFORMERS, 

but this was never the case unless there was 
some stubborn, inextricable fact in the case. 
This might be so in cases where conviction de- 
pended on circumstantial evidence, but it was not 
so bere. The evidence was absolutely con- 
clusive as to the guilt of the defendants. 
The maiu wituesses were corrobo- 
rated by men who had no ioter- 
est in crooked practices, aud who never 
received a dollar for crookedness, but had 
simply done what they were called upon to do as 
——— They consented, it is true, to these

if Ford had had dealings with other houses. 
as the defense maintained, why didn’t he squea! 
on the others instead of turning bis back on bis 
friend Rush? The conclusion was inevitable 
that he bad no other man to squeal on; that be 
bad been guilty with only Pahlman and Kush, 
and that when it came to telling the truth, he 
told it ail, even if it did inculpate his old friend. 
Patrick McMahon corroborated bis testimony, 
and these pincers over which Storra 
nad made. so much fun were living 
witnesses of the line of conduct to whieh these 
defecdants were compelled to resort. The tes- 
timouy of the defeudants’ chief witness, Ravp, 
was highly improbable. On his own showing he 
bad made about $6,000 over and above what 
could not be accounted for, except on the as- 
sumption that he had made it in some irregular 
way. Rapp could bave been corroborated by 
Lihidreth, and Callender, and Taylor, and why 
were thev not brought in, unless the defendants 
feared their testimony would be adverre ?

Weakness in 

BECKER'S TESTIMONY. 

The note was a ciear corroboration of all he said. 
What motive had he to testifv toa le? He had 
spoilt the note forever,—it was part due and 
given for an unlasful purpose,—and he was 
simply swearing against his own interest. If 
the uote had been given for borrowed money it 
would have been known among Becker's triends, 
and some of them would have been called in to 
prove it. Moreover, if it bad been given for 
borrowed money, the defendants would have had 
to give a mortgage for it. It had deen said that 
the loan could have been proved by the books, 
but that they were burned, and yet Rapp had 
testified that the books were not at the distillery, 
but at the rectifying house, aud were 
not burned. And so it was with the testimony 
of the other witnesses. There was no inherent 
weakness in it, and it was all consistent with no 
other reasonable hypothesis than the guilt of 
these men. The point haa been made that the 
Government could find out from the defendants’ 
books whether they bad committed frauds or 
not. The only way would have been to have 
visited every man who sold the distillery grain, 
aud then figured the thing down to gallons and 
com results. Inthe course of years this 
might be done, but in the meantime there was 
other testimony. 

The jury understood the testimony in all its 
bearings. They knew a man might carry 
truth in one pocket aod * lie 
in the other. A man might be 
a good husband, father, and citizen, and yet a

These counts are founded on See. 5,440 of the Re- 
vised Statutes, which enacts 4, If any two or more 
persons conspire either to commit any offense against 
the United States or to defraud the United States in 
any manner, or for any purpose, and one or more of 
such parties do any act to eilect the object ef the con- 
spiracy, all the parties to such conspiracy shall te’ 
ilable,” etc. 

You will notice that the defendants are charged in 
these conspiracy counts, best. with conspiring togetb- 
er, that is, between themselves, to defraud the Govern- 
ment of the tax on certain spirits, and that in further- 
ance of and to effect the object of such conspiracy 
they removed certain spirits toa place other than a 
distillery-warehouse without the payment of the tax 
thereon. In the second and third conspiracy counts, 
which are the fifth and sixth counts of the indict- 
ment, they are charged with conspiring together and 
with Mr. Burton M. Ford to defraud the Government 
of tne tax on certain spirits, and in furtherance of and 
to effect such conspiracy they did remove a large 
quantity of spirits tos place other than a distillery- 
warehouse, without payment of the tax thereon, aad 
did conceal spirits, etc. 

The testimuny on the part of the prosecution tends 
to show that defendants, some time in the summer of d 
1871, were managers snd managing Owners of the Chi- 
cago Alcohol Works, a distillery in the western part of 
tue city, and that, in the fall of 1571, they entered into 
an agreement with the firm of Crafts, Roelle & Co., by 
which they (defendants) were to deliver to C., R, & Co. 
alcobol-bearing spirt, 1 155 ip barrels marked and 
branded 100 proof, and that C., R. & Co. were to pay 
defendants for the excess over proof a price 26 or 0 
cents leas per gallon than the current prices for such 
spirits, In other words, each barrel of alcohol con- 
taining 44 wine gailons would contain about 82 gallons 
of proof spirits, That, in pursuance of this arrange- 
ment, alcohol was delivered by defendants to C., R. & 
Oo, stamped and branded as proof spirits, which in 
tact waa of 183 proof, and that for the excess of con- 
tents over proof defendants were paid at the reduced 
price stipulated for. That this arrangement was 
continu for several months, during which several 
hundred barrels of illicit spirits were delivered by de- 
fendants to Crafts. Roelle & Uo,, and for which defend- 
ants received payment from, C., i, & Co. at the price 
agreed upon. 

Upon this branch of the case you have the testi 
mony of Anton Junker aod Joseph Roelie, with whom 
the arrangement is alleged to have been made, and 
who testify unequivocally to the arrangement, 
and to ita being carried out, and the testi- 
men of Albert Smith, John Dubos, and 
Fred Heimhbolz, whe testify to facts tending to cor- 
roborate the testimony of Hoelle and Junker, 

The prosecution bas also introduced evidence tend- 
ing to show tat, in the fall of 1673, defendants made 
another arrangement with R. J. & Co, (successors to 
R. Crafts & Co,) by which they were to deliver to R., 
J. & Co, barrels of alcohol duly stamped, from which 
the stam)s were to be removed and returned to 
defendants in such manner that the stamps could be 
used again, and that several lots of 15 or 20 
barrels each were delivered in pursuance of this ar- 
rangement from which the stam;s were removed and 
returned to defendants, the defendants removing the 
stamps from the first lot thermseives, and instru ting 
Mr. lhioalie how to remove the stamps. The witnesses 
wio have testified in regard to this alleged transaction 
are Anton Junker and Joseph Roelle, and their testimony 
is in some particulars corrovorated by Edward Roelle. 
This testimony, if believed by you, would sustain the 
first count, charging defendants with carrying on the 
business of distiliers with intent to defraud the Gov- 
ernment, the secondand third counts, which charge 
defendants with the removal of spirits on which the 
tax had not been paid from their distillery to a place 
other than a distiliery-warehouse, and the fourth 
count, which charges defendants with conspiring to- 
gether to defraud the Government, For these transac- 
tions, if you und them sustained by the proof, are 
violations of Sec, 3,281, 3,296, and 5,440, 

The Government bas also 
show that spirits were removed from defendaus dis- 
tillery to the rectifying house of one Crosby, in this 
city. and that the stamps on the barrels of such spirits 
were removed and returned to defendants for use a 
second time. The witnesses whose evidence tends to 
support this branch of the case are Ernst Mattern, 
John Williams, and James E. Hurlbut. 

The prosecution has also introduced proof tending 
to show that, in the summer of 1873, defendants en- 
tered into an arrangement with the rectifying urm of 
B. M. Ford, 2 Co., by which the stamps upon 
barrels of spirits söld by defendants to said firm were 
to be removed, and returned to defendants for use a 
second time, and thatin pursuance of this arrange- 
ment a large number of barrels, from 500 to 700, as I 
now recollect the testimony, of spirits were delivered 
to said firm from which the stamps were removed and 
returned to defendants.

collected, itis almost equally important that this 
tax should be collected in’ order to protect the honest 
dist Lier, who pays bis taxes, from competition with u- 
hcit spirits, 

Much stress is laid by the defonse upsn the fact that 
the prosecution has produced no books or documentary 
evidence, It is sufiicient to say in regard to this that 
the Government should only be expected to produce 
the best evidence it has—that the books of the defend- 
ants may or may not by a laborious end careful con- 
parison show the frauds. You must recollect that 
these books were kept by the defendanta, and the fair 
presumption is that if engaged in frauds u the 
Government, they would eithér not enter those trans- 
actions at all upon theig boogs, or enter them in some 
fictitious account which eould only be detected and ex- 
posed by accident, even if all the books and secret 
memoranda of defendants were accessible. The only 
books produced he and referred to by defendants are 
what are called the Government books, that is, books 
required by law to be kept by the defendants as dia- 
tillers, and it is not pretended, nor could it hardly be 
— ned that these books would show these alleged 

rauds, 

As I have said before, the real question and the only 
one to be passed upon by yeu is, Are you satisfied, 
from all the evidence in this case, as it has been deliv- 
ered to you from ail the witnesses, that these defend- 
ants are guiity of the frauds charged in this indict- 
ment? Not but what more convincing. evidence ma 
be imagined, but does this gatisfy you when it is ab 
fairly considered together ? 

It is for you to say, in the light of the yeont, wheth- 
er defendants are guilty on all or only part of the 
counts in the indictment. If you find them guilty on 
all the counts you should say so by your verdict. If 
you find them guilty on only a part of these counts, 
you should say on which of these counts you so find 
them guilty, 

The form of your vetdict. will be, “ We the jury 
find defendants guilty on all the counts,” if you find 
that the proof has sustained all the counts, or on cer- 
tain specified counts if you find them guilty in part.

The note made by Rush and Fahlman to Becker is u t 
of itself unexplained evidence of any guilty conduct 
between the parties. If the jury do not believe the 
testimony of Becker as to the purposes for which this 
note was given, then it furnishes no corroboration of 
the main gtory which Becker tells.

A Council to Be Called by the Andever 
Church—The Report of the Special 
Committee of New York and Broek« 
lym Congregational Clergymen, 

New York Sun, March 27. 

It was expected that Dr. Budington would an- 
nounce from his pulpit yesterday a meeting of 
the Church to take a stand with reference to the 
Congregational doctrines as laid down by the 
Leecher Advisory Council. No notice was given, 
and one of the Examining Committee ot the 
Church, in explanation, said that all action had 
been pestponed until after the church at Ar- 
dover Theological Seminary had renewed their 
letter of , invitation to Piymouth Church 
to join in a mutual council to investigate 
the scandal. The gentleman said that Prof. 
Egbert C. Smyth had been in New York 
consulting with influential Congregational 
clergymen as to the best course to pursue, and 
that it had been decided that soon as the 
Seminary vacation was over the answer of Plym- 
outh Church should be presented to the church 
at Andover, and that a proposition should 
at once be made to renew the request in con- 
junction with some other church, probably 
the one at Oberlin University. There was lit 
tle doubt that the church would vote to take 
this course, and there was but little expecta- 
tion that Plymouth Church would accede to 
the new proposal any more than it did to the 
former one. If it did not accept it, then an ex 
parte Council was to be called, and id that 
event the Clinton Avenue Church would have to 
Dass upon the question of sendiug delegates 
to tha: Council. President Fairchild, of 
ihe Oberlin University, was a member of 
the receut Advisory Council, but he did 
not remain long enough to iutluence its findings, 
and it had been ascertained that he was in sub- 
stantial sympathy with the Audover movement.

A FRENCH POISONING CASE.

An extraordinary poisoning case, showing 
what rural manners are in france, is now being 
tried by the Assizes of Dordogne.

United States produce cotton, tobacco, wheat, 
corn, oats, beef, pork, cut meats, cheese, lard, 
grease, and other of their produets, not only 
in quantities sufficient to supply the people 
of the country, but have a large sur- 
plus. What would be their condition 
if this surplus was non-exportable ; if it was 
to remain in the country to rot and be lost? 
Yet that is the precise condition of the manu- 
facturers ; they have the capacity to produce 
a large surplus; but if they do produce a 
surplus it cannot be sold, and remains on 
hand, causing a suspension of labor and an 
impoverishment of the people. But with 
the unprotected agriculturist the case is dif- 
ferent; evéry bushel of grain, every pound 
of cotton and tobacco, every pound of pro- 
visions, in excess of the needs of the home 
merket, finds an instant sale for exportation. 
The agriculturist, wholly unprotected, has 
the markets of the world open to him; he 
can put more land in cultivation, enlarge his 
herds of live stock, produce an annual in- 
crease, and can sell it all. We have alre 
noticed the change of policy on the part 
the cotton manufacturers of New England. 
They have abandoned the delusive fraud of 
protection, and are now devoting their ener- 
gies to the production of cotton goods, not 
merely for thesupply of the home market, but 
of the largest possible surplus to sell abroad. 
Instead of running their mills four days in 
the week; instead of allowing their ma- 
chinery to lie idle two days out of six and 
their operatives to starve on the wages of 
half-time, they have concluded to employ 
their labor and machinery continuously; to 
work by night as well as by day; to double 
the number of their employes; to produce 
the largest possible amount of goods, and 
ship the surplus to other ccuntries Where 
there is a demand for it. Tho result will be 
that in due time the cotton manufactures of 
the United States will have cxpanded beyond 
all previous expectation, and with a world- 
wide trade will reap the profit and prosperity 
which follow free industry. 

The Pennsylvania Convention, however, 
insist that there shall be no surplus produc- 
tion; that even the present consumption of 
manufactures shall be still further reduced 
by the imposition of laws increasing the price 
of manufactured goods. To accomplish this, 
the Convention declares that the remedy 
for our suffering is in a higher, not a lower, 
tariff.”

Thus Parr indorsed $10,000 on the 
note which purported to represent commis- 
sions on the sale of the stock which were 
resigned in his case. Another indorsement, 
£1,894 (nearly $10,000 more), purported to 
represent profits which Park had made for 
Sonneck in a speculation, though Sonzgnox 
had authorized no new investment, and had 
advanced no money for it; this certainly can 
be regarded in no other light than that 
of a gift. A third indorsement for 
£500 represented money realized from 
sale of a part of the stock to 
one of Sonmzxce’s friends. Among all 
the indorsements on the note, it seems that 
Scuencsg paid in cash only $1,700, though he 
hadreceived meanwhile $10,000 in dividends, 
and had reduced his obligation in the large 
amounts noted above by gratuities. The 
settlement for the balance due on the note— 
about $32,000—was settled by the transfer of 
stocks from Sonzncx to Park, the real value 
of which is not known, and which may be, 
indeed, utterly valueless. But Scuzncx has 
admitted that even in this settlement he was 
governed to some extent by the force of pub- 
lic opinion, “since it was not made till after 
his conduct had been severely criticised. It 
also seems that even the mortgage which 
Gen. Souzncx gave Parx on his house and 
lot in Washington was not, as has been gen- 
erally supposed, to secure the payment of 
the money he agreed to pay for his stock, 
but as security for a cash loan of $15,000 
which Parx had made to Scuzncx outside of 


fore, no injustice is done Gen. Som=Encr. 
But, taking this “statement alone, and 
if no other evidence is adduced against 
him, we are forced to the conclusion 
that he was corruptly infiuenced to permit 
the Emma-Mine jobbers to put off their 
property on the English capitalists.

THE NEXT COUNCIL. 

There is one serious danger that threatens 
the organization of the new Council. Judg- 
ing from the action in various wards so far, 
it seems as though the anti-Ring Aldermen, 
many of them most excellent men and of long 
experience in the Council, will be generally 
dropped or crowded out, while the Ring Al- 
dermen—the Colvinites and jobbers—are be- 
ing renominated and given facilities for push- 
ing their chances for re-election. There is 
danger that men like Drrox, Cozy, Sronz, 
the two Ciarxs, Waterman, Har, Woop- 
MAN, Case, CLEVELAND, and Gun will not 
be candidates at all, while the Wannxxs, 
Reryrs, Sommers, Stouts, O’Brrens, Manns, 
Hiupreras, Corcorans, and so on, will all 
come to the front again. The reason of this 
is that the good men in the Council are 
naturally disinclined to continue in the 
service, in view of the serious embarrass- 
ments and increased responsibilities for the 
next two years. But their constituents 
should not consent to their retirement. 
Their averseness to re-election ought to be 
an additional reason for returning them. 
They will not push themselves forward as a 
matter of course, but they will probably not 
refuse if elected in spite of their preference 
to retire. If the constituents consulted their 
own interest in the case of these good Alder- 
men, they would be re-elected in spite of 
themselves. 

We have no objections to urge against the 
gentlemen who have been put in nomination 
by the respectable and tax-paying voters in 
the various wards, but it will be unwise to 
send to the Council in the present emergency 
a number of persons whose good intentions 
will not avail against their ignorance 
and lack of experience in dealing 
with the shrewd and expert ring- 
sters. There is serious work for this new 
Council. Never before was the City Govern- 
ment confronted with so menacing an out- 
look financially. It will require the most 
earnest thought, the highest order of busi- 
ness talent, the most serious devotion to the 
interests of the city, anda united and per- 
sistent effort for retrenchment everywhere to 
save the city from disaster and threatened 
bankruptcy. The stealing and blackmailing 
Ring will present a solid front against this 
effort, and its position will be strengthened 
by its familiarity with the practices of the 
Council. To successfully oppose it will re- 
quire some special training, and if the tax- 
payers fail to return some of the men who 
know the tricks of the Aldermanic trade and 
how to circumvent them, even a majority of 
well-meaning Aldermen may fail to prevail 
against a reckless and conscienceless minority. 
This important fact must be kept in mind in 
making ip the list of Aldermen ee 
the tax-payers. . 


GOV. AMES’ RESIGNATION AND MISSIS- 
SIPPI. 


There is nothing surprising in the resigna- 
tion of Gov. Aus, of Mississippi. Though 
it was wholly unexpected, the situation was 
such that the sole alternative left him was 
that of resignation or, after a bootless strife 
exasperating to the utmost the color preju- 
dice, removal by impeachment. The White- 
Liners were determined upon getting rid of 
him, with or without cause, at all hazards. 
They were prompted in the proceedings 
against him by the same spirit that inspired 
them in the canvass last fall. Then, ac- 
knowledging that there was a majority 
against them of from 15,000 to 20,000, they 
loudly avowed their purpose of carrying the 
State ‘‘anyhow.” Arrogating to themselves 
the exclusive and indefeasible right to rule 
the State, and with the old slave-driving in- 
tolerance and incapacity to cede to the freed- 
men any rights a white man was bound to 
respect, by the Yazoo massacre and other 
high-handed outrages upon the blacks, with 
shot-guns and terrorism, they did carry the 
State anyhow, suppressing the decisive ma- 
jority against them. Thus they secured full 
control of both Houses of the Legislature, 
and, practically, absolute control of the 
State. Whether Ames and the State officers 
chosen at the previous election did or did not 
serve out the remainder of their terms could 
modify the result in no appreciable degree. 
The White-Liners’ victory was complete, and 
assured them absolute domination of the 
State. 

There remained, however, the hatred and 
intolerance, quite inexpressible, of carpet- 
baggers, and in their phrase every Repub- 
lican not a nigger was a carpe er. 
Ames and the other State officials holding 
over were reduced to mere cyphers, so that 
there was scarce even decent pretext for get- 
ting rid of them on the score of political con- 
siderations. But they were Republicans and 
carpet-baggers. That was enough for the 
unreasoning hate and barbarous proscription 
of the White-Liners, and the work of getting 
rid of them, not for what they might have 
done or what they might do, but because 
they were Republicans and carpet-baggers, 
was begun by the survivors of the slave-driv- 
ing regime. The Lieutenant-Governor was 
impeached and removed. Other of the Re- 
publican officials holding over were marked 
for the like fate. In fact, if not by law, the 
Governor was practically shorn of the powers 
of his office, and harassed and thwarted in 
every direction. He was then impeached, 
whether upon sucfiiient cause Tux Ta. 
UNE, which has found frequent occa- 
sion to criticise his course, does not 
now attempt to determine, since the 
impeachment was without regard to right or 
wrong, and solely because of the White-Line 
proscriptive intolerance and determination 
** anyhow to rid Mississippi of Republican 
carpet-baggers. He was assured of an un- 
fair trial and of conviction “‘ anyhow,” with- 
out opportunity of full defense, and a full 
defense would have availed him nothing. 

Under the circumstances, a man of heroic 
mold might yet have made stubborn fight to 
the last, though it could in no degree have 
altered the inevitable result. Ames declined 
to make it and resigned. His resignation 
will of course be construed in many quar- 
ters as a confession that he had no defense. 
But, in fact, its acceptance by the White-Line 
Legislature is more a confession that there was 
no case against him upon which his impeach- 
ment and removal could be justified te the

resignation was, in truth, a capitulation in the 
face of certain ignominious defeat; and, in

The Detroit Post states that TR Catcaco 
Tamuxx objects to the proposed compromise 
funding finance bill on the assumption 
„that the banks will gather up greenbacks 
and fund them rapidly, and even surrender 
their own circulation in order to put their 
capital in these 4 per cent bonds.” This isa 
total misconception of our objection to the 
bill. The compromise plan proposes to offer 
the holders of greenbacks a 4 per cent long 
bond in exchange, the greenbacks then to be 
canceled and destroyed. We have no objec- 
tion to the funding of the greenbacks by the 
people, but what we said was that Congress 
in providing for the retirement of these 
notes should remove the legal restraints 
amounting to a prohibition upon the banks 
issuing or keeping out a specie-paying cur- 
rency. If the bill to fund the greenbacks at 
4 per cent pass, without any change in the 
Banking law, then as the greenbacks disap- 
pear, as they unquestionably will, the 
necessity will be forced on the banks of re- 
deeming their circulation in gold. To avert 
such a contingency the banks would, in self- 
defense, gather up greenbacks and send them 
to Washington, not to be funded, but to re- 
deem their own currency. There are now, 
perhaps, twenty-five millions of greenbacks 
deposited at Washington for the redemption 
of an equal amount of bank currency. The 
passage of the funding bill, resulting as 
it would in compelling the banks to 
redeem in gold, wonld precipitate a 
general surrender of the bank currency. 
We think the funding bill would be a wise 
measure if Congress at the same time would 
so liberalize the Banking law as to enable the 
banks to issue a currency redeemable in gold. 
So long as the banks have to put up a securi- 
ty equivalent to $110 in gold to secure a cir- 
culation of $80 of notes, and then be taxed 
on the circulation and deposits in addition to 
State and local taxes, there will not be many 
banks which will endeavor to keep up a cur- 
rency redeemable in gold. Butif the banks 
were relieved of the oppressive taxes, and al- 
lowed to/ issue notes dollar for dollar for the 
gold or equivalent put up as a security there- 
for, the case might be different.

MORRISON’S FINANCE SCHEME. 
SOME OF ITS PROVISIONS.

this provision. It authorizes the Secretary of 
the Treasury to fund not exceeding $1,000,000 a 


mooth of greenback currency in long 4 per cent 
gold bonds. It is also proposed to limit the issue 
of the circulation issued to National Banks in 
such a way as to prevent the aggregate volume 
of the currency, both greenbacks and bank 
notes, from exceeding the amount outstanding 
at the time the bill is passed. The provision for 
retiring an amount of greenbacks equal to 80 
per cent of the new issues of bank notes is re- 
tained, with some very important modifications.

THE MISSISSIPPI RESOLUTIONS.

The troubles whica 
have occurred in any of the Southern States spring 
from detectives who went ddwa there by direction of 
the Department of Justice. Ile had not forgotten that 
tens of millions of dollars had been expended by this 
garne Department of Justice to carry out its nefarious 
design of manufacturing evidence of this kind. 

Mr. Boutwell called the attention of the Senator to 
his remark of tens of mihlions of dollars, and thought 
he would find the facts would not bear out the asser- 
tion, and what mouey was spent then was made neo- 
essary by the acts of the party to which the Senator 
belonged by their deeds of violence, their intimidation 
of colored people, and other such acts of violence, 

Mr. Bayard said the Senator had taken advantage of 
his courtesy in yielding for a question to interject s 
political tirade of a bitter kind, and if be had derived 
any comfort by it he was welcome to it. He continued 
his opposition to the resolution, for which he eaid 
there was no necessity. He said under the Depare 

ment of Justice fines bad been wrongfully wrung from 
people down there,and he expected they would be 
brought to Congrees for payment. He urged that we 
abstain from the policy of interference, which has been 
so damaging, and let us have peace in all the States. 

Mr. Boutwell said when he offended any one he 
generally wanted to explain or apologize, He thought 

the Senator from Delaware, in quite an unecivil and 
angry manner, had charged him with injectiag »s 
political tirade into his speech. That was the manners 
of men who had been brought up under the code af 
savery. He (Boutwell) was uot here asa scholar, or 
atexcher, and he dat propose to be taucht in 
manners by the Senator from Delaware, It was the 
natura! ouicrowth of the system of slavery, and men 
who were raised under such influences could not be 
expected to maintain a proper consideration of the 
rights of others.

eThe principal feature of the week in musical 


circles was the delightful reunion of the Bee- 
thoven Society at its rooms last evening. These 


‘reunions are given once a month during the sea- 


fon for the benefit of the members of the Society 
only, and are always attended by large and ap- 
preciative audionccs, composed botn of amateurs 
and musicians. These reunions are very in- 
teresting and enjoyable, the music being 
of a high aud classical order, such as no other 
society in the city provides for ite members. 
Each reunion this season has been an improve- 
ment upon its predecessor, although each ove 
bas had some distinguishing feature by which it 
will be remembered in the future. Mr. Wolf- 
sohn deserves the thanks of the music-loving 
people for his steady devotion to the cause of 
music and for the successful and enjoyable con- 
certs, reunions, and recitals which he has thus 
far favored us with this season. Mesars. Carl 
Wolfsobn, William Lewis, and Mr. Eichhéim 
are always among the instrumental performers 
on the occasions, and as they have been play- 
ing togetuer for several years, it is no wonder 
that they have arrived at such a degree of per- 
fection as was displayed last evening. For 
curacy, precision, aud delightfal shading 
and coloring, their playing has seldom 
been surpassed in this city. The programme 
itself was an unusually fine one, embracing a 
Raff sonata in A major for piano and violin; a 
Mendelssohn fantasia; a romanza of Popper 
for ‘cello, and the Beethoven trio m Bb tat 
major. ‘The latter is without question the finest 
that he has written, and is coveidered by some 
to be the finest trio for piano, violin, and cello 
that was ever composed. We do not mean to 
say that in the Raff. Schumann, Rubinstein, and 
Bargiel school of instrumental music uo grander 
climaxes nor greater elfecta have been brought 
out approximating even orchestral climaxes, but 
for depth, pathos, and in different mu- 
sical ideas in every movement the trio stands 
unrivaled. The Raff sonata is new in Chicago, 
and is a true exponent of the modern school of 
music, both instruments—tbe piano and violin— 
being treated as solo instruments, while the 
most brilliant technique and the most diversi- 
fied harmonie combinatons abound throughout 
the somata. The noni troppo into,” the sec- 
oud movement is par excellence the gem of this 
work. Raff has written five sonatas for piauo 
aod violin, of which thie is the second, all ol 
them contaimivg powerful effects, but none of 
hem to be compared in this respect with 


this composition. The romanza for ‘cello 
is also new here, and, if it cannot 
be put down as „ classic composgjtion, 


it takes good rank among modern salon com- 
positions. Popper is known as the best ‘cellist 
living, and has never been induced to leave 
Vienna, where he is now residing, for a tour in 
the United States. 

The fantasia of Mendelssohn was played by 
Mies Minvie Ward, a daughter of the Hon.

SHOCKING TRAGEDY. 


Sheoting ef a Sey Under Circum- 
stances Strongly Suggestive that a 
Heartless Murder Has Been Com. 
uit ted. n 
About 7:30 o'clock last night a tragedy was 

enacted on Beach street, between Twelfth and 

Taylor streets, in which John Burke shot James 

Heffernan, a boy aged 13 years, from the effects 

of which he died in less than an hour after- 

wards. Burke is a watchmian in the employ 
of the St. Louis & Alton Road, whose 
duty is to guard cars loaded with freight 
from the depredations of thieves. Shortly 
before the tragedy ocourred the unfortunate vic- 
tim left his home, corner of Fourteenth street 
and Stewart avenue, with a§party of companions, 
and went to the vicinity of Stevens & Barker's 
Elevator to engage in some sport indulged by 
lads of his age. Burke was in a house in the 
neighborhood, and while the boys were playing 
word was brought tohim that pilferers were 
stealing grain from the cars, and he burried 
out with the evident object of driving them 


he returned ta the house, stating that he had 
aimed to will, and by G—d he believed he had 
done it. Immediately he was mformed that 
such was the case, he stated to one Moroney, 
also an officer of the road, that he 
would go down, te the depot to see 
Mr. Huntington, and departed, which was the 
last seen of him. The companions of the de- 
ceased, who had retreated when the shot was 
tired, on noting the absence of young Heffervan 
halted, and, as they were not pursued, retraced 
their steps to ascertain what had become of him. 
On reaching a point near the track tothe rear 
of the elevator they stumbled upon his body 
prostrate on the ound and insensible. 
He was picked up and taken to the residence 
of his parents, and as soon as possible an exam- 
ination was instituted to discoverthe extent of 
the injury inflicted.* 

It was found that the pistol-ball had entered 
the left side of the head an inch or so to the 
rear of the temple, and was lodged in the right 
side of the face. The blood and brains oozing out 
through the orifice made in the skull indicated 
that the poor boy’s lease on life would soon ex- 
pire, and this was confirmed before a physician 
could be summoned to minister to his reiief. 

The news of the shooting was conveyed to the 
Twelfth Street Station, and Sergt. O'Donnell 
with a posse of officers started out in pur- 
suit of the man who, by his unpardon- 
‘able carelessness, has added to the long 
Ist of crimes which bave been perpetrated in 
the West Division. From what was reported to 
him he concluded that Burke had stowed himself 
away until this morning. as he had, previous to 
leaving the bcene of the shooting, announced 
his intention of delivering himself up to the au- 


thorities, and visited his house on Thirty- 
first street. A thorough search of the 
premises was fruitful of no results, 


aud at 2 o'clock this morning he was still at 
large, with the police in bot pursuit. i* is be- 
lieved that he is with friends i@ the city, and 
will respond to the charge against him duriag 
the day. He is trish by birth, as is also his vic- 
tim, and, what adds to the calamity, an uncie 
by marriage, his wife being Heffernan’s aunt. 
The dead boy is represented as having 
been a quiet, inoffeusive lad, one not

* Mapison, Wis., March 30.—Supt. Hugbitt and 
General Freight Agent Wicker, of the Chicago 
& Northwestern, and Supt. Gault and General 
Freight Agent Britt. of tue Chicago, Milwaukee 
& St. Pau! Railways, have been here to-day con- 
sulting with Railroad Commissioner Lamb, and 
comparing and correcting the proposed tariff of 
freight and passenger rates, to go into effect 
Monday, April 3, under the pew Kailroad law, 
the basis for which is the Milwaukee & St. Paul 
tariff of June, 1872, the lowest ever adopted in 
the State before the Potter law. Every disposi- 
tion has been shown to give all desired infor- 
mation to the Comaussioner promptly and cour- 
teously, and to conform sirictiy to the law. in 
arranging tariffs for these two roads and the 
Western Union, to which the restrictions of the 
law passed last winter apply, the railroad com- 
panies iu a fev cases have fixed rates below the 
maximum allowed by law,—some even below 
the Potter-law rates. Passeoger fare will be 4 
cents a mile. Round-trip tickets and transferra- 
ble 500-mile tickets will be for sale at all sta- 
tions for 3 cents a mile.

HIS SUCCESS IN NEW YORK. 
Comptrolier Hayes returned from his expedi- 
tion to New York yesterday morning, but owing

It is one of the eccentricities of genius to for- 
/ get oftentimes to attend to such mundane and 
plebeian affairs as paying debts, and there are a 
goodiy number of men who can lay no claim to 
genius who are in the habit of doing the same 
thing. Among the members of the former class 
was yesterday enrolled Emery A. Storrs, who is 
reaping fame and fortune just now in connection 
with the whisky cases. Lest he should forget 
one of his little bills, Frederick W. Pack- 
ar on behalf of Reuben W. Howes, 
Stephen Hyatt. Leander W. Townsend, 
Azarlah Carpenter, and Darwin A. Smith, 
filed an affidavit, in which he set out that at the 
November term of the Superior Court, 1874, 
Howes and the others above mentioved recovered 
a judgment for $4,243.14 and $6.75 costs against 
Storrs, which they have been unable to collect 
in the ordinary way by execution, There is good 
reason to suppose, in view of Storrs’ occupation

A DANGEROUS GANG. 

At the corner of Kinzie and Paulina streets 
there is a boarding-house which is frequented 
by crookeu men, and also by men who are uot 
crooked, though tue former prepouderate iu 
point of numbers. Ine house has been noted 
as a resort for thieves, who, it is supposod. have 
for some time been operating iu the South 
Division. Last week John Nevols, who had 
been coufined in the County Jail to await trial 
on a charge of robbing the Evanston Post-Oftice, 
was released through the intervention of Mother 
Shortall, a West hinzie street property-holder, 
who went his bail. When he left Agnew’s castle 
he was foilowed to the houseon Kinzie aud 
Paulina streets, where it was 
ascertained Jonnie Jones, his wife, was 
boarding. These two facts led to the 
conclusion that Nevels, with the aid of others, 
meant mischief. As proof that Nevels, as head 
director, was scheming for plunder, the attempt- 


ed burglary of Rend's coal-ollice, corner of Ada 


and Kinzie streets, yesterday moruing. is cited, 
Officers heard the noise of men working at 
Rend’s place about 2 o'clock. On ‘reaching that 
office it was found that au entrance had been 
effected, but tue burglars were frightened off by 
noise made by the oflicers trampiug through tue 
ano, aud escaped. ‘i hey were kuown to have gone 
in an easterly direction, were pursued, but not 
caught. About 3 o’clock in the morning à citi- 
zen saw two men creeping suspiciously down an 
aliey which connects Curtis with May street, 
south of KRando!ph. Two hours thereafter Sergt. 
O'Connor, of the Armory, and a posse of officers 
swooped down on the poarding house at the cor- 
ner of Kinzie and Paulina streets. After some 
delay the premises were entered and Pete Paint- 
er, Charles Moore, Ed Monroe, John 
Nevels, and Jennie Jones arrested, the 
three former apparently haviog just 
come in from work,“ andit is believed they 
were the men who attempted to open Rend's 
safe two hours previously. All were conveyed to 
the Armory, where they will be heid until certain 
robberies committed in South Chicago, of which 
they are believed to be guilty, can be examined 
into. The entire mobare well-known thieves, 
who only wanted a head possessing ability to 
plan and direct their movements, that would 
enable them to work successtuliy. 

When Nevels was released from jail he was 
doubtless appealed to and accepted the position 
which by education aud nature be is peculiarly 
fitted to occupy, but, owing to the vigilance of 
the police, he will be denied that privilege for a 
season. ‘ihe remainder of the gang, though pro- 
fessionals, are cubs iu comparison with Nevels. 
He is a native ef Michigan, but has been 
a resident of Buffalo fora number of years; 
was accustomed to travel from that city to all 
parts of the country, and has done what is 
called first-class work. He came to Chicago to 
work the city, but his experience bas been 
decidedly checkered. Last spring he was 
arrested for the robbery of Schoentield & Co.'s 
dry-goods store on North Clark street, 
and after remaining in jail for several 
weeks was discharged for lack of proof 
to convict. Next be was accused 
of participation with Muldoon and others in the 
Hoxie burglary, but escaped for a similar reason. 
When be was clear of this he was sent to the 
Bridewell as a vagrant under the State law, but 
was released on appeal. After a brief season of 
liberty he was locked up,charged with the Evan- 
ston Post-Office robbery, and it is asserted by 
those who koow that the Government 
have no case whatever against bim. 
Mother Shortall procurred his liberty 
for the purpose, beyoud a doubt, of affording 
the gang a chance to avail themselves of his 
ability, but before he had achance to mature 
any work that would realize largely he was 
caught. The prisoners will probabiy be exam- 
ined before Summer nield to-morrow.

Alexander subsequently surreptitiously obtained 
possession of the note, and now claims it has 
been paid, or that the consideration has failed as 
to part of it. Both the contracts were carried 
out very profitably, and Alexander reaped a 
large profit. The Hopper contract, before it was 
tinished, was assigned to Mark T. Seymour & 
Co., who agreed toffuitill it. 

Not bein paid whea they had done their work, 
M. T. Seymour & Co. began a suit against the 
Phillips & Colby Constraction Company, aad ob- 
tained a judgment for over $100,000, 

The complainant now charges that, as Alexan- 
der bas failed to perform his agreement in pay- 
ing the $7,000, he is entitled to have the sale re- 
scinded and declared void. Alexander has under 
‘his control all the books of Carmichael & Co. 
and M. T. Seymour & Co., and is seeking to com- 
pel a settlement with the Philiips & Colby 
Construction Company. Bundle therefore asks 
that Seymour, Alexander, aud Rutter may be 
enjoined from foliecting the judgment for 
$100,000 until share of the profits, being 
one-sixth of tha Hopper contract, and one- 
fourth of the CaNnichael contract, may be as- 
certained; that a iver may be appointed for 
the firms of Hopper.
